Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-20 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the instant 
application is deemed to be a nonobvious improvement over the process of Niewiedzial 
(U.S. P. 5,565,020). The improvements comprise an FCC cyclone with an inlet having a 
short side and a long side, with the short side being substantially tangential to a cross- 
sectional profile of a gas recovery conduit so that a mixture entering the cyclone will 
swirl toward the long side of the cyclone inlet; an FCC cyclone with an inlet having a 
short side and a long side, with the short side being substantially tangential to a cross 
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sectional profile of a gas recovery conduit, and the short side and long side are parallel 
to each other; and an FCC cyclone in communication with a gas recovery conduit, the 
conduit having a curved outer wall and an inlet with a first side and a second side, the 
first side of the inlet being contiguous with the curved outer wall and not substantially 
tangential to a cross sectional profile of the gas recovery conduit, and the second side of 
the inlet being substantially tangential to a cross sectional profile of the gas recovery 
conduit.
